Its Privileges and Prolccllon. 


Washington, July ll.-l'rivilegcs and 
rotection of the American flag to the 
hipping of Porto Rico and the Philip- 
pines has been extended by order of the 
iresldenl. All ships owned by residents 
of these islands at the time of "the ex- 
change of tht ra'tilication of treaties are 
ncluded In the order. - 


The ordtr of the 
president, Issuea 


through the war department, directs of- 
ficers of cusloms in Porto Rico and tnc 
Philippines to Issue certificates of pro- 
tection to vessels of those Islands. These 
certificates entlllc the vessels to which 
they are ls!i:eri lo the protection of the 
flag of Ihe I'l iled Stales on the high 
seas and nil .pr-rts under the following 
conditions: 


First, the vessel must be owned by a 


citizen of the United States residing In 
Torlo Rico cr the Philippines. 


Second, natives of the Islands maybe 


given certificates for their vessels upon 
their taking the oalh of allegiance-. 


Third, if a resident ot the Islands named 


wa* a subject of Spain prior to April 11, 
1SW. nnd has abjured Ms allegiance lo 
the crown of Spain, and lias ta^ien Ihe 
oath of allegiance .to Ihe United States, 
he, loo. shall he entitled to a certificate 
of protection. 


The president's order further provides 


that the master and the- watch officers of 
a vessel lo which a certificate ot pro- 
tection Is issued must also be citizens of 
the United'States: In lieu ot that they 
must take the oalh of allegiance.. It Is, 
however, discrelronary wilh the general 
commanding the forces of the United 
States In the several Islands named as 
lo whether Ihe.pe special provisionsEhall 
be waived in whole or In part. 


The certificate of protection entitles 


the vessel to the same privileges and sub- 
jects It to the same disabilities as are 


rescrllxjd In article xx'of ihe consular 
egulallcns of !Si6 for 
American or

The northern states are now near the 


hottest part of the smmm'eY. 
1 have 


calculated that the turn would come 
near July 20. While'July is the hot- 
test month in the year as a general av- 
erage, it is not always the hottest, June 
and August often being the warmest 
months. .There is no regularity as to 
what part of July will be warmest am 
therefore to calculate the hottest month 
and particularly the hottest days o 
that hot month, are among the greal 
.difficulties of weather forecasting. 


In my charts, and in all. other fore- 


casts, the dates are given/for the 90th 
meridian—near the general line of th 
Mississippi river—when fnot otherwjsi 
designated.. 
The sun reaches its northernmost poiu 
and we have our longest days abou 
June 20, bnt in the long average, tli 
hottest part of the year comes nearly 
moirth later in the'northem states. Tl 
high temperature average comes n'littl 
en'rlier in the southern states. 


All calculations for July of Ibis year 


indicated that the month would aver- 
age above normal temperature in the 
upper lake region'and north of that, in 
Canada thfi average temperature grad- 
ually falling farther south to below nor- 
mal'm the lower Mississippi valley. 


The great temperature fall of June 


began about 20, that of July will begin 
very near 20 and will go to a low tem- 
perature during the first days of Au- 
gust.

ment 
outside the committee room. 


Previous to this episode Senator Chand- 
ler became Involved In a warm dispute 
wkh Chairman Brewer of the comm!s- 
slonj and not only accused him of par- 
tiality, but threatened to ask for Ills re- 
moval, 


The author of the assessment circular, 


V/nilam S. Thaytr, did not testify before 
the commission, and It IB the Impression 
that no further evidence will be- taken. 
The commission, however, has already 
received a communication 
from

Thayer, In which he stated that he pre- 
pared the circular on. his own responsi- 
bility.' 


No early witnesses were on hand when 


the afternoon session was called to or- 
der, and Special Agent Wales read cor- 
respondence between the commission 
and William S. Thayer, treasurer of the 
Republican state committee in 
1SSS.
